This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R §§ 1.821- 
1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide 
Sequence And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. Applicant must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 
1.821 - 1.825) before the application can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§131 and 132. Specifically, the sequences set forth in Figure 
1 have not been identified by SEQ ID NO:l Additionally, it is clear that while the sequences of the Figure include polynucleotide 
sequences, the Sequence Listing includes only polypeptide sequences. Further, SEQ ID NO:l is listed at line <213> as being of the 
Gallus species. Gallus gallus is the red junglefowl whereas Gallus domesticus is the common chicken. It is unlikely, and not 
disclosed in the specification, that the insulin fragment of SEQ ID NO:l is obtained from either species. On the other hand, the 
"HEL", presumably hen egg lysozyme, of SEQ ID NO:2 is listed at line <213> as being of "Various species", which seems unlikely.
